The faith in witchcraft was spread 
over most European countries, and 
there were local organizations or 
f'covens" composed normally of thir- 
teen 'members, Sacrifice*! were made 
to the Devil and even the village 
chsp«!s v ere ! lie scenes of the meet- 
ings. 

People suspected of bointt witches 
were subjected to various trlnls. 
For instance, each witch was 
supposed to have a small anaest- 
hetic hpoi. Into which a pin 
tnigbt be driven without pain. 
There was a local inquisitor or "pric- 
ker" io conduct the trial. Tho most 
characteristi' mark ol a witch, how- 
ever, was Uw supposed ability io fly 
from place i/< place upon a broom-

That is one thing against which we must 
guard — spoiling a reputation acquired over a 
period of a century.

The business of a good show is twofold— to call forth 
the emotions and to rest the brain. A good show is prefer- 
red to a good novel simply because ont- doesn't have to 
bottier reading it. Another contributing factor is the sort of 
situation tli.it calls forth gales of laughter or showers of 
liars in a show would look infantile and foolish in a book. 

Von can laud jour Shakespeare if you will. You can 
turn up your nose at the endless petty jokes of the music 
halls, or the monotonous jibes of the movie comedy and 
love story. Put old Shakespeare used to appeal to the low- 
brows, and they gi't a .ureal old laugh out of the drunken 
man in Othello, and the unfortunate Pistol eating an onion 
~oli, pardon me, a leek, in Henry V. part one— or was it 
Uichard III. pail V? 

"TOMFOOLERY" IN SHAKESPEARE 

And >ii when a drunken man falls down in a dirty 
puddle, in cue M our movie comedies, some of our high- 
brows would have us shamed at deigning to smile at such 
lomfo'olery. And as for I'istol, the bully, bring forced to 
humble himself and make his eyes water— well, that soil 
of thing is commonly met in our modern dramas—how 
ridiculous, how conventional, how unoriginal! Hut it just 
points l.i the fact dial the human emotions prefer to lie 
excited by the very few ancient jokes and pathetic situa- 
tions, made as unintelligent ly simple as possible, so that we 
won't have i" do ally work 1" find them. 

Talented authors often complain that their plays, while 
accepted by producers, aie usually mutilated beyond recog- 
nition. All the high spots aie rubbed off, and all llie old 
hackneyed jokes are inserted. 

Tin world makes fun of the mother-in-law joke, but 
it alsu continues to make fun of the mother-in-law. If a 
dignified ni iii can he I educed to indignity by a tall in the 
mini, if a dear old lad) can ask a foolish question about a 
rugb) play, i: a sensitive young man can be suddenly em- 
barrassed by mistaking his own room in a hotel for thai 
occupied bj three young ladies, the theatre-going crowd are 
satisfied, (or they are not there to criticize, li they have 
to use their intelligence they become bored, and don't go 
again. 

HAMLETS IN THE MOVIES 

Hundreds of Hamlets have invaded the moving picture 
screen, although they have usually concluded the invasion In- 
coming out safe, well and victorious; oodles of 'Othclloes' 
have twisted , their black moustaches with jealousy on the 
modern stage, while detectives ask each other 'who done 
the dirty deed." Oh well, say your highbrows, that shows 
that modern people are too mi-original to do anything but 
provide poor imitations of Hamlet and Othello. 

Not so, prithee. Shakespeare didn't create Hamlet or 
Othello. In fact, it is sometimes thought that he cribbed 
their names and environments from older sources. But the 
point is this— that plenty of Hamlets graced the old Greek 
stage* and «thc .-tage of still more ancient lands: and 
'Otliellocs' without number drove Assyrian and Roman 
audiences wild with emotion vtfysn the world was very 
;. Olllig. 

But the world craves variety. Would our highbrows 
have poor old Othello, or poor young Hamlet, played to 
death in all* our theatres, opera-ized in our music palaces, or 
(sssh!) burlesqued in our burlesque-houses? Surely not! 
They must know that human beings demand variety, but 
variety of situation, mind you; variety of scene, time, space, 
age— but never, never, variety of theme. We can dress a 
joke up in millions of way;, but we must never forget about 
the j'ikc, and rely on the dress to do all the work. The 
efforts of modern playwrights and scenario writers to 
please the mob may be very poor, but there must be var- 
iely, ladies and gentlemen, there must be variety. 

JOKES AND THE PUN 

We are all easy to please in the matter of stage die- 
crsion, although for some reason we arc insulted if this 
is brought home to us. Ask any literary person how he 
would classify jokes, and he would probably intimate in his 
answer that there are two kinds of jokes— real jokes and 
puns. And yet, in Gilbert ami Sullivan's "Pinafore," five 
minutes is devoted to a sustained play on the words 
"orphan'' and "often," at which even intellectual audiences 
will laugh and shout at. Why shouldn't '.bey, indeed? Ni 
one but themselves w ,uld agree tl'Ht they should .1. 

The seeoud line of definei; a'flopvd by our highbrows 
is that they go to Shakcs'peani' because* tliey love the flow- 
ing language, and t>> Gilbert and Sullivan operas because of 
the beautiful music. We are quite willing to admit this. But 
the fact remains that when they go they seem to' find the 
greatest pleasure in the ordinary music-hall jokes, that 
they would call "cheap" in a music hall. 

♦ * 

Surely we can admit to ourselves our characteristics' 
Why should intellectuals call us fools, ami simpletons, if 
.we laugh when, for tin; thousandth time, a comedian on the 
comic screen throws a çustrad pic, and bits Mrs. Multi- 
Millionairc in the fare? Or why, if we werp when the 
brutal landlord summons his .men to carry the furniture 
away from the little old house that the poor dear mother 
and dad have to forfeit because of a mortgage? Old as the 
hills, tin-so emotion-raisers may be, bqt mellowed by age 
they surely are. 

HUMBUG IN MUSIC 

The lowbrow could also try to expose some of the 
humbug about classical music. The English people exposed 
a humbug n their own country not to very long ay„, when 
the school of musical pedants which flourished at that lime, 
derided that no one could be guilty of classical music who 
did not wear long hair and come from a foreign country, 
preferably Austria or Germany, These pedants bowed down 
and worshipped one Josef Hoffman, and when they had 
accepted his works as classical, they discovered he was an 
Englishman. After that Edward Elgar had a chance, with- 
out naming himself Jvlvard Moscopoof, 

The mass' arc afraid of classical music because it is 
labelled classical, the highbrows adore, it because it is 
fashionable. The lowbrows listen indiscriminately, When 
they waul light-hearted entertainment with no intellectual 
effort of interpretation, Ihcy revel in the tunefulness of 
"Just like a Melody from out of the Sky," because it is 
new and sweet; and to "Minuet in G," because it has an 
eternal and abiding beauty. They also like "William Tell," 
because one can visualize the storm and the calm so dearly, 
and enjoy the brilliance of the final shower of music. 

Good music is like a good hook, readable and bene fe- 
cial— but often tiring. And so, when a prctly melody comes 
swinging through the radio set we appreciate its rhythm, 
arid why not? 

While we ran place some slight reliance on fashion, 
it well to remember, than fashion in intellectual things at 
least' is often tin highest hurdle lot genius lo leap, How 
many Intellectual, artistic, or musical geniuses were 
fashionable in their daj ?

knowledge — many were skilled in 
the use of poisons 

The devotees of witchcraft had 
certain days of tho year that were 
marked for special ceremonies, such 
as Yulotldo and Hallowe'en. In addi- 
tion to theso various special meetings 
there were usually weekly assemb- 
lies, unfrequented places out of doors 
bolug favored for their scene. Certuln 
rites were performed, and often there 
Wcro wild dances. There was also 
blasphemous masses, called "Black 
Masses" by tho orthodox Christians. 
Often sacrifices were made, usually of 
cats and dogs, but sometimes even 
ot unbnptlscd Infants. 

Witchcraft, remarked the speaker, 
represents a way of- looking at the 
world which Is neither scientltlo nor 
religious. Hut It has had a tenacious 
hold upon man, and even today there 
ate many who hayo devout faith In 
lis workings. 

Joan of Arc 

"No other woman's career so short 
—.loan never passed her 'Icons —has 
caused so much contention, and so 
many differences or opinion among 
posterity," declared S. h. PollniM In 
his paper on "Joan of Arc". AVe know 
very little about her early life, but 
certain events stand out as historical 
facts, and much of her life was prob- 
ably tho saanc as that of the average 
village child of that time. Sho was In- 
tensely religious; and claimed to have 
heard certain .voices," which told her 
that she was chosen to relieve her 
country from Uio English invaders. 
• The local feudal lord, half persuad- 
ed of her clairvoyant properties, ob- 
tained for her an Interview with the 
Dauphin, who. though still sceptical, 
sent her with the army which was to 
relieve Orleans from the English. The 
French military tactics wero success- 
fully carried oui, and thus Joan's first 
engagement gained for her a reputa- 
tion for bringing success. As a matter 
of fact, the English were a dwindling 
'orce in a hostile territory. 

The so id of her objects, the coro- 
nation of tho Dauphin as Charles 
VII was also achieved. She took part 
In other military engagements, and 
gradually the French line was pushed 
as far as rails, then held by the Eng- 
lish. In an attack upon Paris, not re- 
ceiving sufficient support from 
Chartes, sho suffered her first reverse. 
This was lu September of M'J9. The 
remainder of Joan's military career 
was not especially distinguished by 
any signal .victories, and In May of 
1130 she whs captured by the. English. 
Her brief military career, terminated 
by this event, had lasted Just over n 
year, of which the first four mouths 
had been tho most successful. 

Xo attempt was made' by Charles 
VII. lo save her. Soon after her cap- 
ture, tho University of Paris sont n 
loiter to tho English asking litem to 
remit her to Franco for having com- 
mitted certain crimes against the 
church. Sho was accused of being a 
witch and without any counsel lo plead 
her cause, was condemned of this of- 
fense Her trial was a masterpiece of 
partiality, under tho appearance Of 
the most regular of trials. The pen- 
alty was Uiat of being burnt, and 
.llils punishment was carried out in 
Koio ii on May 30, 1 131, 
Tu ending his paper, the speaker re-

The new professor u! Bloclwinistry, 
l)r. .1. B. Collin, who is replacing 
l>r. A. B. MucCiilllim, will speak on 
some of liis more recont researches at 
the noNt meotitis ol tin- Medical L'n- 
dcrgriiduatc*' Society to' be hold on 
Monday evening, DocMnVier :'. 

Ur. Collip is familiar to the ma- 
jority of the students as a member or 
the Toronto croup which introduced 
the insulin treatment of diabetes. 
The function 01 the Parathyroid 
Glands, upon which Dr. Collin has 
■ made recent research, will form the 
subject of his lecture. His talk should 
te of interest to the students of 
every class as '.ho question o{ the 
function of the various endroelnc 
glands is a fascinating one and, yet, 
is only slightly treated in many 
texts. As a matter of fact, the books 
cm not keep pace with the advances 
which are being made in the field of 
< ndrocinology, so it will be a privelege 
to hear cf the original researches on 
the subject by one of the foremost of 
.'.<> experimenters. 

The case reporter, Mr. J. S. L. 
Browne, has promised that the re- 
port will be far less complicated than 
tho last two lie presented. However, 
it will bo w-ell for th* would be dia- 
gnosticians, to procure copies of the 
report at Miss Milage's office on Fri- 
day; for even the easiest of Mr.

RADIUM EFFECTS 

ON PATHOLOGICAL 

TISSUES SHOWN 



sue. Prof. Simpson remarked that a 
rather strong dose of radium must 
have been used, and sinco both tho ef- 
fects of tho Beta and Gamma rays 
arc present, the radium was un- 
screened. Tho strength of the Irradia- 
tions was from 70 to 150 mlllecuries, 
and the distance was from -I to T mil- 
limetres. 

The following effects on tho norma! 
cells was noted. First — Mitosis, or 
boll-division ceases; second — the fib- 
roblasts do not grow out; third — the 
"wandering Cells" erase to wander; 
fourth— immobilization of the cells 
\» II! . ecu.- twenty minutes after tlio 
radium is applied. 

The wanderers will now round up 
and appear to shrink, and following 
tho shrinking they will disintegrate. 
The fibropbtsisls are not injured by 
the fact that for healthy tissue, ra- 
dium has a selective effect — it Is 
stronger for tin- wandering cells. 

In pathological tissues tho results 
are much the same, with the striking 
difference that the irradiations are 
non-selective. That is. both fibro- 
blasts and wandering cells are equally 
affected. Tho movement of the cells 
!i stopped, cell division inhibited, 
rounding up takes place, and disinte- 
gration. In connection with the dis- 
integration of tho colls under patho- 
logical conditions it was pointed out 
that the bubbles of protoplasm do not 
have such sharp outlines, as occur in 
normal disintegration. Prof. Simpson 
Mid in regard to the prevention of 
tho cell division that when tho Beta 
rays are shielded, sniitosis goes on 
normally. 

The third reel dealt with special 
types of cells. The first was of the 
parasita entamoeba histolytica. A 
very clear depicture of tU« Ingestion 
of one cell by another — phagocytosis 
—was then shown. For the photog- 
raphy of the next series of pictures 
the "camera liiclda" was used. The 
cells have a black background. The 
light used is so str ng that it actually 
affected tho cells. For these pictures, 
a mangnification of S0.000 diameters 
was used. The various parts of the 
cell, ceuuld bo seen with great clari- 
ty, in nartlclar the globules of fat, 
which literally' shone. The mitochond- 
ria also appeared distinctly. The last 
series of pictures dealt with the pig- 
men* Cells from the choroid of the 
chick embryo.

.the pictures, the apparatus was 
mounted on a system of two cement 
blocks. The bottom one of these was 
in the ground, and from it four steel 
pillars were erected. On these a sec- 
ond block of cement was placed, the 
layers of cement being alternated 
with felt in order to deaden all vib- 
ration. 

The apparatus was place on this 
second block. An incubator had to be 
used in order to keep the cultures at 
body temperature, and in order to 
protect the investigator from the ef- 
fects of the radium irradiations, this 
incubator had to be constructed of 
heavy sheet lead. Three opening were 
made in the lead incubator. Down at 
the bottom one opening was made 
for purposes of illumination. Tho light 
was from a 100 watt "jj.oint-a-lito" 
lamp and was controlled by means of 
a photographic shutter, operated by 
an electric motor. The eye-plecc of the 
mioroscopc was passed out through 
a hole in the top of the Incubator, a'nd 
the movie eamera operated by a sec- 
ond electric motor, was attached 
thereto. 

Perhaps the most- ingenious part of 
the appuratus was the method in 
which a watch was concidcntally 
photographed and placed at the up- 
per right hand corner of the picture. 
Kor this purpose the third opening 
was made, mid the watch hung at the 
end of a tube. It was reflected by a 
uystom vt mirrors to tho corner of 
the picture. The rate at which the 
hands of the watch spin un thé pic- 
turc gives one an exact Idea of tho 
length of the various processes. 

Tho film consists of [three reels, the 
division being taken çidvantUKO of in 
ardor to make tin: study under three 
seperalc heads. 

In the first reel d tttudy of tho form 
and movements of cells in the chick 
L'tnbryo, and in Jenson's Bat Sarcoma, 
is made, that is, a normal activity in 
healthy pathological cells. / 

In the chick embryo two types of 
fells can he seen, The first of these 
is tho fibroblast, or libre builder. H 
.- lung and somewhat splndle-likc in 
riiape. Tho second typo Of coll is 
the "Wandering cell" In both types 
of cells the nucleus and the nucleoli!) 
can be easily scon, and the shiny glu- 
bulos fat, A picture of cell division 
was also Khown. Tho grouping of the 
chromosomes, and the bubbling of the 
( ell protoplasm before division was 
Keen with little difficulty. Tho magni- 
fication is 50,000 diameters or more. 

In the pathological tissue from the 
rut sarcoma, two types of cells corres- 
ponding to these In the normal tls- 
riie fan be seen. Both tho cells and 
the nuclei are smaller. Tho wandering 
cells seem indontlcai, but the long 
cells, corresponding to the fibroblast, 
have a phagoylic function.

FOUNDER OF CLUB

The patrons of the club were sir 
Arthur Curr.e, who had just become 
principal, and Dean Adams. It was 
expected to have the governor-gener- 
al amongst the patrons but the mat- 
ter was not followed up. 

The club presented elaborate in- 
auguration program which drew 120 
persons at which the slogan "Good 
Old Scout" was adopted. A constit- 
ution was drawn, up and passed by 
the club. This constitution was later 
accepted by the university governors 
ar.d thus the Old Scouts Club became 
and still is one of the few chartered 
university clubs with a definite and 
permanent standing in tho university. 
The second session of the dug saw a 
continuCice of the first year spolicy 
and ensuing success. 

According to the constitution the 
purpose of the club was threefold; 
mutual advancement of members, 
social activities und assistance to the 
social ' movement. The membership 
was divided into classes, aciive and 
associate. Toe former included all 
MeGHl students who had served as 
scouts or scout officers somewhere 
and who were ready to subscribe to 
the constitution. The associate mem- 
bers consisted of graduates, officers, 
professors or governors of McCfll and 
of Scout officers, members of the 
local Scout Councils and others inter* 
ot>tcd in the Scout movement. These 
had no vote. Tho constitution, also 
made provision for the number of of- 
ficers, the kind of meetings and the 
payment of foes as well us for the 
election of standing committees. 

Mr. Strong suggc'&ed that tho pol- 
icy of the club ror : he- coming year 
might take on .something of tho 
aspect of the activities of the old club. 
Ile siiggfts-Ùd .affiliation with the 
Rovers' with whom the club could 
h61d combined supper talks and as- 
sist at Rover Councils. Members 
could art as relief officers lor local 
troops, could assist at. Comp Tu mar- 
acouta in the summer, act as vi.siiorçi 
to Irodp and pack meetings and could 
also volunteer as badge examiners. 

hi conclusion, Mr. Strong pointed 
out that the club to be successful 
inn.'/, be well-founded, well organized 
and then it. was up to all the members 
to see that the club was well support- 
ed. He offered his services to the club 
'n whatever capacity he might bo able 
1" help ami expressed tho hope that 
thp club would grow to be one of the 
leading organizations on the campus.
